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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

of  Bellingham  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1963. 

In  so  large  and  thinly  populated  a Rural  District  as 
Bellingham,  changes  are  gradual  and  offer  little  scope  for 
report  from  year  to  year,  but  the  record  of  minor  changes  and 
steady  improvement  in  environment  has  its  value.  The  very 
character  of  this  area,  with  its  natural  attraction  of  open 
country,  hills  and  forests,  and  its  great  beauty  and  historic 
interest,  when  allied  to  scattered  communities  and  poor 
communications  renders  redevelopment  and  expansion  un- 
likely and  perhaps  not  particularly  desirable.  It  seems  a pity, 
however,  that  in  a district  containing  the  largest  forest  in 
the  country,  wood  products  have  to  be  taken  elsewhere,  when 
local  light  industry  would  be  so  welcome.  As  it  is,  there  is 
limited  opportunity  for  the  employment  of  young  people 
leaving  school,  especially  of  girls,  and  a drift  of  young  people 
away  from  the  countryside  appears  inevitable. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  a further  loss  of  population  in 
1963  has  to  be  recorded,  and  it  is  encouraging  that  the  loss 
from  year  to  year  has  been  small.  There  is  still  also  a satis- 
factory proportion  of  young  people,  as  instanced  by  a birth 
rate  rather  above  the  national  average.  In  1962  the  infant 
mortality  rate  was  exceptionally  low,  and  though  it  was 
higher  in  1963,  it  was  only  slightly  above  the  average  for  the 
country.  The  causes  of  death  in  general  follow  the  national 
pattern,  except  that  deaths  from  respiratory  disease  are 
conspicuously  few.  Again  it  is  seen  that  the  average  age  at 
death  was  high,  one  third  of  the  deaths  occurring  in  people 
over  80. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  changed  very 
much  in  recent  years  and  in  1963  calls  for  little  comment. 
Measles  was  general  throughout  the  country,  and  in  Belling- 
ham there  were  33  notifications.  Apart  from  1 case  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  a primary  infection  in  a child,  no  serious 
disease  was  notified.  Since  it  was  diagnosed  and  therefore 
notified  in  Hexham,  a case  of  typhoid  fever  occurring  in  a 
resident  in  this  Rural  District  is  not  included.  Infection  was 
acquired  on  holiday  abroad,  and  though  the  patient  had  a 
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number  of  contacts  engaged  in  food  handling,  there  was  no 
other  case.  The  tracing  and  investigation  of  contacts  played 
its  part  in  this  fortunate  result,  but  the  main  factor  was 
undoubtedly  a high  standard  of  personal  hygiene  among 
the  food  handlers  concerned. 

The  building  of  Council  houses  in  so  large  a District 
presents  problems  of  cost  and  siting,  and  it  is  the  Council's 
policy  to  build  as  and  where  need  becomes  apparent.  The 
old  people's  houses  at  Wark  and  Bellingham  and  the  family 
houses  at  Wark  were  completed  during  1963.  Further  houses 
for  families  and  old  people  are  being  considered  for  Belling- 
ham, where  many  old  people  wish  bungalows.  As  the  people 
in  the  forestry  villages  grow  older,  however,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  bungalows  there  for  their  retirement. 
The  number  of  older  houses  improved  and  reconditioned 
increases  steadily  each  year,  in  most  cases  with  the  aid  of 
discretionary  grants.  The  modernisation  and  continuance 
in  use  of  older  property  is  of  particular  value  in  the  smaller 
communities. 

The  Council's  long-term  plan  for  the  provision  of  mains 
water  and  modern  sanitation  wherever  cost  will  allow,  is 
almost  complete,  and  price  is  the  limiting  factor  to  any 
extension.  Two  small  schemes  to  supply  mains  water  to 
Carrycoats  and  Donkleywood  are  however  under  consider- 
ation. With  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
scheme  at  Kirkwhelpington,  the  major  needs  of  the  District 
have  been  met,  and  the  arrangements  in  the  District  are 
adequate.  The  proposed  scheme  for  Ridsdale  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Ministry,  and  should  not  be  long  delayed. 

The  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Company,  as  stat- 
utory water  undertakers,  provide  a supply  that  is  satis- 
factory in  quality  and  quantity.  The  Company  undertake 
the  routine  sampling  of  their  supply  and  take  any  remedial 
action  that  may  be  found  necessary.  The  fluoride  content  of 
the  water  has  varied  from  0.1  to  a maximum  of  0.2  parts 
per  million.  Plumbo-solvency  has  not  been  a problem.  The 
Health  Department  take  samples  of  water  from  private  and 
proposed  supplies,  and  give  any  necessary  advice.  The  in- 
formation required  as  to  the  number  of  houses  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  is  contained  in  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  section  of  the  Report. 
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There  is  no  common  lodging  house  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Bellingham. 

The  members  of  the  Council  continue  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  and  my 
thanks  are  due  to  them  and  to  the  Clerk  and  other  officials. 
The  staff  of  the  Department  have  carried  out  their  duties 
efficiently.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  area  of  the  Bellingham  Rural  District  is  246,645 
acres. 

The  estimated  population  for  1963  is  5,300. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  31st  December, 
1963,  was  1,736  of  which  197  are  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £642. 

The  rateable  value  is  £151,794. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital, 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  for  the  County 
Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service  is 
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maintained.  In  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service  is 
available  for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value  in 
such  a large  district.  Since  the  passenger  train  service  was 
discontinued  much  extra  mileage  has  been  run  to  allow 
patients  to  keep  hospital  appointments  and  to  allow  mothers 
and  children  to  attend  clinics,  but  the  use  of  the  service 
appears  to  have  stabilised  now. 

During  1961  a call  house  was  established  at  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  ambulance  depot  in  Bellingham,  at  which 
requests  for  the  ambulance  car  service  are  received. 

Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulty  of  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district, 
the  Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors  work 
in  harmony  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and 
do  much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Five  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by 
the  County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn, 
Byrness,  Kielder  and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diph- 
theria is  carried  out  at  these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  while  all  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the 
General  Practitioners.  The  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccin- 
ation has  been  met,  in  the  age  groups  eligible,  by  vaccination 
at  clinics  and  the  surgeries  of  family  doctors.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1963. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  steadily  increased  over 
the  years  with  the  advent  of  new  legislation  and  its  sub- 
sequent implementation.  The  provision  of  new  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes,  together  with  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company  becoming  the  statutory  water 
undertaker,  has  extended  positive  activities  in  the  refurbish- 
ing of  properties  and  the  installation  of  essential  amenities. 

The  main  settlement  groups  are  now  serviced  with 
water  and  sewage  schemes  - — - two  pockets  to  which  con- 
sideration of  sewerage  and  sewage  schemes  will  be  given  in 
the  future  are  East  Woodburn  and  Stannersburn.
